wa s tempora ry, but its power is in the 
world today. 
Pentacost was tempo 
rary, but there is not 
a church in 
Christendom tha t does not feel 
its 
effect. 
“ There are specialists in all lines 
these days. 
The evangelist is a 
specia list,” he said in answer to those 
who say only pastors should, preach. 
“ Conviction of sin begins in the 
church. 
Church people must get 
right.” 
He gave some graphic pic­ 
tures of his experiences in settling 
quarrels in churches. 
“A revival is needed when religion 
is not idea l.” 
“ Christianity does not consist in a 
certificate of church membership.” 


THE 8 TRENUOUS LIFE. 
“ If you want to know something
